ing his troops, plunged into the icy 
Seille river and swam to safety. 

Western Europe's strangest for- 
tress, last conquered by direct as- 
sault some 1,500 years ago by At-

U. S. Third Army doughboys. 

Tanks and infantry are moving 
into the heart of the city and 
meeting a mixed reception from 
its civilian inhabitants. 

Some townspeople stuck their 
heads out of doors and windows 
as we drove past. Some smiled 
and waved; others watched us 
glumly. No flags popped out as 
in other liberated cities of France. 

During a two-hour cruise around 
the city in a jeep I saw only one 
flag——a new American flag that 
must have been hidden for the 
last four years. 

The German defense collapsed 


with surprising suddenness after

Finally, he sat down and crossed 
his legs. We took it to mean that 
he accepted. | 

We put over a small boat, man- 
ned by Chief Boatswain Mae John 
D. Henderson, U. S. N., of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., and Boatswain Mate 
First Class Ernest L. Adamson, U. 
S. N., of Hapeville, Ga. 

A Japanese prisoner who had 
surrendered earlier and had volun- 
teered to go ashore to help talk 
other Japs into giving themselves 
up went along, as did I, 
KICKED AT SAND 

We started to row ashore. As we 
approached the reef, we studied 
the Jap on the beach. He carried 
no weapon but had several hand 
grenades and a bayonet hooked to 
his belt. When we were across the 
reef and about 50 yards from 
shore, the Jap stood up and began 
kicking coyly at sand. He 
turned around and looked at the 
brush and then at us, as though 
there was something on his miad. 

The Jap with us, whom we will 
call Nito, told us to stop rowing. 
He studied the man on the beach, 
then told us to head for another 
part of the sand, about 100 yards 
away, and let him get off alone. 


Mh haa Biges <i, He has grenades. 
Maybe kill me for surrendering. 
Maybe kill you, too.” » 
Suddenly it struck us that, 
among the three Americans in the 
boat, only one had a weapon—a 
sheath knife, In an effort to show 
that we were sincere and meant 
no harm to a man who wanted to 
surrender, we had come in unarm- 
ed. And. in our boat was one Jap 
who had already surrendered but 
who, if given the chance might 
turn on us, while on the shore was 
another Jap, draped with hand 
grenades. 
NEEDED NO PRODDING 


We needed no prodding to fol- 
low Nito’s direction. Turning, we 
headed up the beach 100 yards 
from the waiting Jap and put Nito 
ashore. . 

“You wait here,” he said. 

As he walked down the beach 
toward his compatriot, we sat in 
the boat, prepared to shove off 
and row back to the reef at the 
sign of any hostile move. ~ 


Nito reached the Jap soldier and 
offered him an American cigaret, 
Then they sat down and began to 
talk. Every so often, we could see 
them look at us. Finally, Nito got 
up and came back to us. 

Ee wants you to get out of boat 
and sit on sand. Show you have 
no guns,” he said. 

We looked ‘at one another. At 
such a moment, the full danger 
of a situation is not always ap- 
parent. You make snap decisions 
that later make you wonder 
whether you were in your right 
mind at the time. Without hesita- 
tion, we got out of the boat, pull- 
ed it up on the sand and sat down. 
Nito nodded and walked back to 
the waiting soldier. 

We watched them over our 
shoulders, but tried not to let 
them see that we were nervous.

said it began Sunday—celebrated 
throughout Russia as Red Army 
artillery day—with a crashing ar- 
tillery barrage along a front 20 
to 30 miles wide. 

This new onslaught was con- 
sidered the first of the “new dev- 
astating blows” which Marshal 
Stalin recently promised would be 
struck in the east. 

The drive was not yet con- 
firmed by Moscow, 

Col Von Hammer, German milli- 
tary commentator, said of the at- 
tack against the 5,000-square-mile 
pocket: “Strong Russian forces yes- 
terday morning started another 
all-out offensive against the south- 
erm flank of the Courland (penin- 
sula) front. 

“The first waves were mown 
down by German fire. In sub- 


sequent fighting the Russians 
scored minor breaches which were 
eliminated in counterattacks.” 


Later DNB news agency broad- 
cast that a “murderous” drumfire 
barrage and waves of assault air- 
craft supported the attack. “The 
Russians made full use of the 
frozen ground and sent in masses 
of tanks.” 


Germany’s high command bul- 
letin also told of the “violent” at- 
tack in which the Russians had 
begun throwing in reinforcements 
and said other Soviet forces had 
broken into German lines on the 
Sworbe peninsula at the south- 
western end of the Estonian island 
of Sarre (Osel), commanding the 
mouth of the Gulf of Riga. 

The Germans said the Russians 
still were massing men and ma- 
terial behind their lines in East 
Prussia and in southern Poland 
on the road to Krakow and Ger- 
man Silesia, and the Polish tele- 
graphic agency said the Germans 
expected a renewed drive against 
Warsaw shortly. 

The Polish report, quoting the 
underground Warsaw radio which 


is again operating near the capi- 
tal, said the Germans were mining 
factories, hospitals, filter plants 
and houses in the capital opposite 
Russian-held Praga suburb, on the 
east bank of the Vistula river.

Campaign Expenses 
Not Tax-Deductible 


WASHINGTON, Nov.. 20.—(#)—Here’s bad news for political 


office seekers: You can’t deduct 
your federal income tax. 

The supreme court by 5-4 vote 
laid down that rule today in turn- 
ing down an appeal by Michael F. 
McDonald, of Ashl Pa., who 
sought to deduct $1 207 for ex- 
penses of his campaign for election 
to a county judgeship in 1939. Mc- 
Donald ran for the office after 
completing a brief appointive term. 


The opinion, by Justice Frank- 
furter, said that McDonald’s cam- 
costs “were not expenses in-

Frankfurter said McDonald’s 
argument that since he was de- 
feated, his expenses should be de- 
ductible as loss incurred in “trans- 
action entered into for profit” de- 
served “no more than short shrift.”

spent to buy the election, but to 
buy the opportunity to persuade 
the electors,” Frankfurter said. 


Justice Black, dissenting, argued 
that as long as ‘campaign expenses 
are legitimate, ordinary and nec- 
essary, congress intended that they 
could be deducted for income tax 
purposes. He said the majority 
opinion “permits a discriminatory 
penalty to be imposed on taxpay- 
ers who work for the state, coun- 
ties, municipalities or the federal 
government.” 

Justices Reed, Douglas and Mur- 
phy concurred in Black’s dissent.

Battering against strong German 
positions in a driving rain, the 
U. S. Ninth Army fought to with- 
in four and a half miles of Julich, 
a stronghold on the Roer river— 
last major natural barrier before 
Cologne and the Rhine, 25 miles 
farther east. 

Ten miles south, the Roer city 
of Duren was but six miles east 
of First Army vanguards, and en- 
circlement threatened nearby em- 
battled Eschweiler, the most im- 
portant city before Cologne, 30 
miles to the east. 

The British Second Army on 
the northern flank, in gains of up 
to two miles beyond captured 
Geilenkirchen, fought in the ma- 
jor fortifications of the Siegfried 
line and captured Tripsrath. 

The Germans appeared to be 
pulling out of positions west of 
the Maas, in eastern Holland, for 
British troops driving to within 
3% miles of Venlo found the path 
deserted. Venlo is the principal 
Maas river town blocking the way 
into Germany. 

The French drive on the east 
end of the long front, covering 
30 miles in less than 48 hours, 
posed another “Normandy line” 
decision for the Germans—re- 
treat or be destroyed—and they 
appeared to be choosing retreat.

It already has been revealed that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt won his fourth-term elec- 
tion without the solid south, which he 
carried. Had all the south, plus the three 
doubtful border states, gone for Governor 
Dewey, Mr. Roosevelt still would have 
won by a dozen electoral votes. 


Statisticians now reveal that five times 
have Democratic nominees won without 
the south’s votes. This is important, as 
were the facts of the recent Roosevelt 
victory, because an effort was being made 
to make it appear that only the south’s 
faith in the Democratic party prevents a 
Republican victory. 


In Woodrow Wilson’s 1912 victory and

A Story Sometimes 
sweeps the Nation

Christmas was held, we have an example of how a story will take 

hold and capture the emotions and affections of newspaper readers 
the nation over. 


I suppose there is a sort of psychological motive running through 
it. People always are afraid about their children and they par- 
ticularly and properly are afraid of one of those always-fatal dis- 
eases for which there is no cure. You read about them now and 
then when the dread lymphatic leukemia comes and the parents 
have to wait weeks and weeks, seeing their child die slowly, a little 
bit every day. Everyone with children shivers with dread at such 
news because there is nothing quite so devastating as being help- 
less, utterly and completely helpless. 


So, when there is a chance to do something, as for the kid with 
the appealing nickname of “Nubbins,” the country pours out its 
vicarious love and personal relief by sending him truckloads of 
presents, letters and messages of all sorts. Included in the lot are 
the inevitable “cures” from crackpots and the urgings to prayer, 
which God knows the parents have tried from the beginning. 

It will break your heart to read the stories and see the pictures 
and I, for one, didn’t read them. But the whole nation is reading 
about Nubbins and he was happy and will slip slowly away, happy 
and bewildered, and so I say it was worth while. 

You never can tell what people will like to read. 

. I covered a story which was one of the most 
Floyd Collins bizarre in all newspaper history. That was the 
story of Floyd Collins, who got caught in a cave in Kentucky’s 
cavernous region, where he was trying to find a new cave to rival 
Mammoth or Crystal caves as a tourist attraction. 

You go into unknown, small caves feet first, so you can crawl 
right out if you have to, because it is not always possible to turn 
around in them. 

Collins was doing all right until a rock dropped down on one 
foot and pinned him there. You just have to imagine yourself in 
a large drain pipe with your foot caught. You can’t reach it. 
You are caught. 

After they located Floyd a few persons actually crawled back 
to him. The cave was a small one and I couldn’t get in it. This 
made me glad, as-~I would have had to craw] in it if it had been. 
A fellow reporter in the same happy, unhappy state of being too 
large, was Mr. W. S. Howland, now the Time, Life and Fortune 
man for the southeast. 

It was February and the cave was at the foot of a ravine some 
six miles out from Horse Cave, a town. The ground froze at night 
and thawed at noon, I slept on straw in a Red Cross tent for many 
days and the last 72 hours before they found his body I didn’t have 
off my clothes or lie down to sleep. 

It was a matter of weeks. Phonies would crawl in and stay 
a while and come baek. Weeks later when miners went in they 
found packages of food and bottles of milk stuck in the rocks in- 
side the cave where the phonies had stuck them when they lost 
their nerve. They had just waited a while and then crawled out 
with the news. 


bo There were about 40 newspapermen there: and 
Tom Collins 20 cameramen. We even forsmad a club, known 
as the “Oh, for a Tom Collins Club.” It was the time of the noble 
experiment and there was enough corn whisky being peddled to 
have flooded the cave and washed Floyd out if anyone had thought 
of it. The club had a song, sung to the tune of “The Alcoholic 
Blues.” I forget how it went, but sitting around on rocks in the 
freezing weather, listening to the pneumatic drills going night and 
day, we would sing, “I got the blues, I got the blues, I got the old 
Floyd Collins blues.” 

We had telephones on trees and in nearby farmhouses. It was 
a party line affair and the operators just put three or four on at 
once and it was no unusual sight to see three or four reporters 
screaming at the top of their lungs into telephones on trees, trying 
to outyell the others who also were trying to yell their messages 
in to rewrite men. It was lovely. 

I remember one day a girl reporter from a New York paper 
whose first name was Sonia, turned out a swell yarn for I. N. S. 
about the beautiful mountain girl who was mourning for Floyd. 
She described her wild, mountain laurel, uncaptured beauty. I got 
a wire from my paper asking where I was and I felt bad. I went 
over to a nearby farmer’s house where an old lady had promised to 
cook me some fresh eggs and some ham. I was tired of the cold 
sandwiches an sale at the cave. 

It was sleeting and dismal and I sat down by the fire and 
nodded to a young lady in a chair next to me. She had on a man’s 
cap and three front teeth were gold and she had enough rouge on 
each cheek to paint an Indian tribe for the warpath. She also had 
a mole with two long black hairs growing out of it right on the front 
of her chin. I declined a dip of snuff. 

The old lady and her old man came in with some coffee. that 
good Arbuckles, and introduced me. They said she was the girl 
the lady reporter had written such a pretty piece about. 

I sat there talking with her and admiring her wild, uncaptured, 
mountain laurel beauty while I ate my ham and eggs and had 
twd more cups of coffee with some of the old man’s special 
“sweetnin” in them. 

A million or so words were written about Floyd Collins for an 
oe avid nation. But I never liked anything Sonia wrote. Or

Charlotte News In August, 1942, Petrillo demanded that all 


recording companies pay him direct royalties of a quarter of a cent 
to five cents on every record disc sold. Most of them refused, and 
he slapped on his ban; those companies which would not pay royal- 
ties could not have the use of his musicians. The War Labor Board 
heard the case and, after a good deal of debate, certified it to the 
President. The President asked Economic Stabilizer Director Vinson 
to check. The judge ruled that the government could not revoke 


the ban, as it did not concern war industry. The President then. 


pleaded with Petrillo, got a flat refusal. It then ceased to be a 
contest. 

With the government counted out, it was a battle of main 
strength between the recording companies and Mr. Petrillo’s union. 


And Petrillo won, hands down.

submission to James Caesar Petrillo, who constitutes in his own 
person all the power and ‘authority of the American Federation of 
Musicians, a system of union-levied sales taxes upon any and every 
product union labor turns out has been made possible in the United 
States. For the RCA and Columbia subsidiaries have agreed in 
principle to just that: a tax, royalty, or fee paid directly to the

Mr. Petrillo’s victory has gone to his 
head. Instead of accepting with some grace the surrender of his 
late adversaries, he takes occasion to tongue-lash them. Having 
been able to treat with cavalier disdain the request of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, he now apparently considers that lesser 
men ought more than ever to stand in awe of his power. 

Mr. Petrillo, though, if he is wise, will in his hour of triumph 
be powerfully admonished by American history. We have had be- 
fore persons in industrial power who acted upon the assumption 
that they were too big to be disciplined. Arrogance and disdain 
of the public interest is not a new thing in our experience. The 
public be damned is a phrase that has been heard many times in 
the past and very generally it has been finally answered in an 
effective and conclusive manner.

To Change Electoral College? 


WASHINGTON.—One proposed constitutional amendment died 
and another was born as a result of the recent election. 


The first of these was the proposal to set a limit of eight years 
or less on presidential tenure. Election of President Roosevelt suc- 
cessively to a third and fourth term is enough to settle that issue, 
but also experience has demonstrated that a president strong enough 
to win a third nomination easily can muster enough votes in con- 
gress to block any move to limit his tenure. 

The one accomplisment of the anti-third and anti-fourth-term 
movements may have been to ease the road to re-election of a num- 
ber of conservative Democratic senators and representatives. 


The constitutional proposal brought to life by the election is 
either to modify or abolish the electoral college process of indi- 
rectly electing the president and vice president. For several months 
this year it was touch-and-go whether Democratic electoral nomi- 
nees in Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi would vote for President 
Roosevelt. This threatened recalcitrance was averted, but a special 
session of the Mississippi legislature within the week before elec- 
tion was required finally to end it. 

More important, perhaps, from the standpoint of promoting a 
change, the southern Democratic revolt brought home to the Amer- 
ican people the many anomalies of the existing system. 


’ First and foremost, of course, is the unique 
South 5 Power position of power held by a voting minority in 
ten states of the Democratic solid south, because of their one-party 
system, primarily designed to disfranchise members of the Negro 
race. 

In spite of the bitter campaign waged in Texas this year, as for 
example, only one in seven of its population voted, as com 
with one of every two in New York. In South Carolina in 1930 
only one in 20 voted, This Year's returns from South Carolina are 
unavailable for the reason that at last reports about half of its 
election,boards had not bothered even to send them in. The latest 
score is 65,770 for Roosevelt to 3,648 for Dewey. 

In 1940 South Carolina cast one electoral vote for each 12,166 
popular votes; New York, one electoral vote for each 134,075 popu- 
lar votes. 

Even little Nevada, with 17,491 popular votes for each of its three 
electors, has a claim to its excessive voice in presidential electors 
stronger than South Carolina. : 

It is because ‘they know senators from the south and the little 
western states would combine to defeat a move for equal popular 
voting for president that the proponents of tonstitutional revision 
now have adopted a subterfuge. Instead of moving to abolish the 
electoral college, the pending bill, introduced by Rep. Clarence F. 
Lea, Democrat, of California, proposes merely to divide the elec 
toral vote of each state according to its popular vote. 

An objection to this scheme immediately apparent is that the 
closer the vote in a state, the less voice it would exercise in the 
election. If the Lea plan had been in effect this year, the election 
would have been determined almost exclusively by the south and 
west, with the populous and big-voting northeast presenting a virtual 
stalemate. 

On the basis of the 1944 popular vote, the division of electors 
in favor of Roosevelt would have been in New York 24.68 to 22.32; 
in Pennsylvania, 17.8 to 17.2; in Michigan, 9.58 to 9.42; in New 
Jersey, 8.13 to 7.87; in Illinois, 14.52 to 13.48. Instead of giving 
President Roosevelt 135 electoral votes, as actually occurred, these 
five states under the Lea plan would have given him an edge of 
only 4.67 votes. 

In contrast, if electors were divided according to electoral vote, 
the ratio in favor of Roosevelt would have been in South Carolina, 
7.60 to 0.40; Mississippi, 8.34 to 0.66; Texas, 18.72 to 4.28; Georgia, 
9.96 to 2.04; Louisiana, 8.10 to 1.90. 

Thus, with a majority of 43.44 for Roosevelt, the latter five 
southern states would nullify the New York-Pennsylvania-New 
Jersey-Illinois-Michigan combination more than ten times over.

Three economics profes- 
sors were dismissed for issuing a 
statement to the newspapers criti- 
cizing a mass meeting on the 40- 
hour week in Dallas in March, 
1942, as being one-sided, as mis- 
representing the 40-hour week 
law,,and as biased against labor.

Dewey was preposterous and that 
his election would be a calamity. 


That was my true opinion of 
Dewey as of that date when he 
was 38 years old and his only ex- 
perience as a public official had 
been that of prosecutor of the fed- 
eral and state governments in 
New York and local district attor- 


ney. 

In those roles, I did not fail to 
say, however, he had earned a de- 
gree of respect from honest citi- 
zens rather than the persecution 
by ridicule Which had been his lot 
at the hands of supercilious lib- 
eral wits and the pundits of the 
Communist wing. He was pre- 
posterous as a candidate because 
he was politically immature and 
personally unknown to the electo- 
rate. | 

To my mind and, in the opinion 
of most of my colleagues and al- 
most all politicians, he would have 
been macerated by the Roosevelt 
machine. 
ed by some fluke, the nature of 
which I cannot imagine, we would 
have had a President only 38 
years old who would have been 
under a pull to the most conserva- 
tive elements of the Republican 
party, including those who, in 
common with Mr. Roosevelt's pres- 
ent. following of Communists, 
were unreasoning opponents of 
preparation for almost inevitable 
war largely because Roosevelt was 
in favor of such preparation if 
not in favor of war, itself. 


But I remember a young ball- 
player who was preposterous, too, 
when he first joined the Yankees 
and was called Tanglefoot be- 
cause he couldn’t handle his feet 
around first base, who presently 
became the greatest of his time. 


I recall awkward and willful 
little horses on the track which 
grew quickly into champions with 
schooling and experience, and a 
great fighter who was marked off 
as a foredoomed failure and sold 
for $5,000 after a _ horrible 15- 
round beating by Harry Greb. 
There have been stichlike trans- 
formations in many young football 
players and, turning now to poli- 
tics, we have had other good men 
who, at the age of 38, would have 
been rejected as presidential pos- 
sibilities, even by their friends, on 
the ground that they were, as we 
say on the sport side, still “away” 
or not yet there. These verdicts 
ran on Lou Gehrig and Gene Tun- 
ney when they were kids. 


In the campaign of 1944, how- 
ever, there was no question of 
“preparedness” or “isolation” ex- 
cept in the Communist propagan- 
da but.Communism now had be- 
come a menace and Dewey, after 
establishing a record as governor 
of New York, could raise the is- 
sue of personal and political hon- 
esty and personalize it in direct 
controversy with Roosevelt. There 
was no answer when he said that 
in evaluating news from the White 
House nowadays the question be- 
fore the public was not whether 
it was good or bad but whether it 
was true or false. Only an acci- 
dent of timing denied Dewey the 
opportunity to challenge Roose- 
velt on his remark to the Boston 
Democrats of Irish blood and 
Catholic faith that in 1938 he ran 
for governor at the request of Al 
Smith. It was then too late for 
Dewey to take the air and prove, 
as he could have, that Roosevelt 
consented to run at Al Smith's re- 
quest only after Smith and John 
Raskob had pledged him an 
enormous sum of money for his 
Warm Springs venture and put 
the check in the mail and that 
this was duPont money. 

So the Dewey of 1940 was no 
more comparable to the Dewey 
of 1944 than Tanglefoot Gehrig 


with Gehrig the Great or the Tun- 


ney who lost to Greb with the 
Tunney who, in Philadelphia, 
walked straight across the ring 
and really ’won the title in the 
first 10 seconds with one terrible 
right-hand smash under the eye. 
The Dewey of 1944 lost to Roose- 
velt by a very small popular plu- 
rality but four years earlier he 
not only would have lost. but 
would have been lost. 

So, altogether, I think I was 
pretty smart in my judgment of 
1940 and just as wise in my judg- 
ment this year, in which I believe 
many traditional southern Demo- 
crats will concur after a little 
more expevience with the Commu- 
nists in the Roosevelt fourth ad- 
ministration. 

But mention of calamitous con- 
sequences in one case or another 
recalls distinctly the opinions ex- 
pressed even before this year's 
conventions by two eminent Dem- 
ocrats in private conversation and 
raises to me a question of when 
party loyalty should yield to 
patriotism. These two men, both 
Americans of the first rank and 
honored by the public of both par- 
ties, told me before the conven- 
tions that, in their opinion a 
fourth term would be a national 
disaster. One of them I have not 
seen since he delivered this sol- 
emn opinion but the other I met 
several times before election day 
and he never qualified it. Yet, 
the first one gave active, if slight- 
ly desultory and, I thought, in- 
sincere, support to Roosevelt once 
he was nominated. And the other 
just didn’t oppose him, althouglf 
his opposition might have carried 
one of the most important blocks 
of electoral votes for Dewey, and 
with it, by psychological conta- 
gion, enough more blocks to avert 
that which he had viewed as im- 
pending disaster. 

And I shall be watching during 
these four years of the fourth 
term to observe whether southern 
Democrats, remain convinced that 
Hillman and his Communist asso- 
ciates are harmless and that Roose- 
velt’s alliance with the _ rioters 
and goons and labor exploiters 
of unionism was a wise and 
sound alternative to the program 
which Dewey promised.

How’ Lt. Howard P. Wurtz, 24, 
of Pasadena, Cal,, and his volun- 
teers landed on the treacherous 
ice cap to bring down a crew of 
stranded airmen, including one 
man believed to be dying, is still 
tresh in the minds of men who 
know from experience the peril 
they faced to save lives. 


Early on the morning of last 
October 8, a transport bound from 
Newfoundland to Iceland encoun- 
tered engine trouble over the 
southern tip of Greenland. Unable 
to reach this base, the crew [fa- 
dioed its position as the plane lost 
altitude and went into a spiral 
with an engine in flames. 

Four men had time to bail out, 
some clinging to the parachute 
harness they were unable to buckle 
about them, and three went down 
with the plane. One was killed and 
another seriously burned. 

At 4 a. m. a rescue plane left 
this base, found the party on the 
ice cap after daylight and drop- 
ped emergency supplies. Lt. Wurtz 
saw one man had tramped out a 
message in the snow—‘man dy- 
ing.’ He returned here to consult 
with Capt. Joseph A. Burns, 24, 
another Californian, who is chief 
of search and rescue at the base. 

It was decided Lt. Wurtz would 
return in a cabin plane and at- 
tempt a wheel landing on the ice 
cap, floored with crevasses and 
rough ice at that point, some 6,500 
feet above sea level. Volunteers 
were asked for, and Capt. William 
A. Gannon, medical officer, an- 
other Pasadenan, and M. Sgt. Wil- 
lie Hoskins, of Denver, Col., were 
selected because of special quali- 
fications. The rescue PBY plane 
would carry a boat for transfer- 
ring the injured airman. 

Lt. Wurtz could not find a 
smooth spot on the ice, however. 
He hit the gravel alongside the 
concrete runway after stalling the 
plane down. It ground to a halt 
without looping—one of the first 
landings of its kind known here. 

The injured man has recovered 
in the base haspital here ahd re- 
cently was sent home on furlough 
for a conavlescent period. 

Lt. Wurtz accomplished a “first” 
in this rescue. He is the first air- 
man to-land on the ice cap on 
wheels. / 

When a B-17 bomber went down 
on a frozen fjord on the east coast 
last Easter Sunday while en route 
from Newfoundland to Iceland, 
the young crew came through the 
adventure stoutly, refusing to take 
a serious view of their situation. 

They were lost and circling in 
foul weather when their gasoline 
ran out and forced them into a 
belly landing. 

Fortunately, a passing cargo car- 
rier heard their radio’ signals, 
came alongside and was able to 
radio their exact position when 
they. hit the ice. 

The cargo plane dropped th 1 
all the extra equipment it carried 
and the following day emergency 
kits were parachuted to them. 
None had been injured in the 
landing, and they set up their 
tents, remaining in radio contact 
with the rescuers. 

The rescuers, not knowing how

Metz Loss 
Blow to Nazis 


A‘far fhore severe blow to 
German morale in the west than 


the loss of Antwerp will be that | 


of Metz. Only the loss of Cologne | 
would be greater. In the east 
the same will be true in the loss 
of Koenigsberg, capital of East 
Prussia, as compared to that of 
Budapest. 


Antwerp is a Belgian city and | 


Budapest a Hungarian city. With 
the capture of either, or Anister- 
dam or Rotterdam in Holland, the 
Allies are still on soil which is 
foreign to the average German. 


Gen. Patton's Third Army is 
getting a stranglehold envelop- 
ment on Metz. Berlin reports 
that the Russians are massing to 
renew their drive on East Prus- 
sia. They have not far to go to 
reach Koenigsberg. 


To all Germans the mighty 
Fortress of Metz is the very out- 
post symbol of German power in 
the west. In Allied hands they 
know it unloéks the door for the 
downward sweep through Alsace 
to the Rhine. It is unlikely the 
German garrison of Metz will al- 
together withdraw to escape be- 
inging surrounded, The garrison 
will be in for the usual order to 
stick it to the death. 


Possibly. Gen. Patton’s attack 
on the fort itself was only a try- 
out to see if there were a chance 
of taking it by direct action. Gen. 
Eisenhower, in his planning, was 
bound to have his eye on Metz 
alorrg with Gen. Hodges’ advance 
beyond Aachen, the gateway to 
Cologne, andthe Anglo-Canadian 
drive to clear the way to land 
supplies on the immense pier 
space of Antwerp. He hardly 
could overlook timing operations 
on the western front with those 
on the eastern front. 


The Russians were bringing up 
supplies in East Prussia and wait- 
ing for the ground to freeze for 
the kind of winter fighting on 
favorable ground in which they 
excel. Once they have Koenigs- 
berg they have the Prussian holy 
of holies. 


Should the German garrison 


evacuate Metz without fighting to 


hold the fort, and should Cologne, 
the great Rhine city, and Koenigs- 
berg be lost, so telling would be 
the inroads into home soil that 
the German people could no long- 
er be fooled that German defense 
was not breaking. It might be 
no yse for Heinrich Himmler to 
tell ‘the Gestatpo to shoot the sol- 
diers who do not want to fight as 
a warning to others, no use tight- 
ening the screws on the people. 
The soldiers might be shooting at 
the Gestapo, and both the soldiers 
and the Gestapo shooting at 
Himmler.

The Enchanted City 
Of the Okefenokee 


THOMASTON.—"They say it is inhabited by a 
peculiar race of Indians whose women are incom- 


parably beautiful. 


They tell you, also, that this 


terrestrial paradise has been seen by some enterprising hunters, when 
in pursuit of their game, who, being lost in inexitricable swamps and 


bogs, and on the point of perishing, were unexpec 


ly relieved by 


a company of beautiful women, whom they call the ‘daughters of 
the sun,’ who kindly gave them provisions as they had with them, 
consisting of fruit and corn cakes, and then enjoined them to fly for 
safety to their own country, because their husbands were fierce men 


and cruel to strangers. 


“They further say that the hunt- 
ers had a view of their settlements, 
situated on the elevated banks of 
an island in a beautiful lake; but 
that in their endeavors to ap- 
proach it, they were involved in 
perpetual labyrinths, and like en- 
chanted land, still as they imag- 
ined they had just gained it, it 
seemed to fly before them. 

“They determined at length to 
quit the elusive pursuit, and with 
much difficulty efgected a retreat. 


“When they reported their ad- 
ventures to their countrymen, the 
young warriors were inflamed 
with an irresistible desire tq in- 
vade so charming a country; but 
all their attempts hitherto proved 
fruitless, they never being able 
again to find the spot.” 

A fairy tale? An ancient myth? 
No, it happened in Georgia about 
a century and a half ago. Jedi- 
diah Morse tells that story about 
the Okefenokee in his “Geography 
Made Easy” (eleventh edition 
1807) without any quotation marks 
and without a blush, although he 
had apparently copied it word Yor 
word from William Bartram’s 
“Travels” published in 1791. 

There was, of course, no en- 
chanted city, though there is evi- 
dence of the superior structures 
of the ‘Mound Builders. The 
Daughters of the Sun may have 
been, according to Morse, descend- 
ants of a fugitive tribe of “Ya- 
mases” who had almost been ex- 
terminated by the Creeks. But 
the Creeks were living there when 
Bartram found the great swamp, 
and in it the tree he named the 
Franklinia. Osceola, the great 
Seminole chieftain, spent nine 
years of his childhood there with 
his mother’s people, the Red Sticks 
tribe of the Creek nation. 

Legends, myths, novels, scien- 
tific treaties have been inspired 
by this vast expanse of “Trem- 
bling Earth,” the *Okefenokee. 
(Bartram and Morse spelled it 
“Ouaquaphenogaw.”) Somewhere 
within its 600 squar- miles both 
the St. Mary’s and the Suwannee 
rivers rise, Some men have found 
it a fairyland, others a nightmare 
of horrors. Within an arm’s reach 
may be found deadly cottonmouth 
mocassins, a profusion of rare or- 
chids, diamond-back rattlers, and 
the almost extinct snowy egrets. 

A refuge for criminals, a bota- 


j nist’s paradise, an engineer's de- 


spair, it was little known to “out- 
landers,” except scientists, until 
Vereen Bell’s fine novel “Swamp 
Water“ brought to millions of per- 
sons their first knowledge of this 
hauntingly beautiful spot. Yet 
even now, although it is a park 
and a wildlife refuge, it is only 
slightly accessible to the many 
who are interested in its unique 
features. 

As far back as 1875 The Atlanta 


Constitution in co-operation with 
the State Geological Survey sys- 
tematically explored much of the 
big swamp, 71 ggg of timber 
were sent to the Paris expositicn 
and a published list of them is 
apparently the first authentic in- 
formation “ever to be printed 
about the region. (Bartram only 
touched the outskirts, for the im- 
mensity and the dangers of this 
natural wonder were quite appar- 
ent, and he was alone.) 
In 1891 the canal now known 
as “Jackson's Folly” was begun. 
Capt. Henry Jackson was going 
to float logs and drain the swamp, 
but the swamp could not be 
drained! 
Dr, Funkhouser with a rty 
from Cornell University explored 
the Okefenokee in. 1912 and found 
among the swamp inhabitants the 
purest Anglo-Saxon speech’ in the 
entire country, words that were 
Chaucerian, straight out of Can- 
terbury Tales, and phrases that 
were Shakespearean. 
Even in 1938 the guide who 
poled visitors’ boats was quite 
likely to begin singing “Fair Ellen- 
= or 
“What et ye for supper, Lord 
Randall, my son? ih 

“What et ye for supper, mry ‘est 
loved one? . 

“What et ye for supper? Mother, 
spread my bed soon 

“For I’m sick at the heart, an’ I 

. wish to lie doon.” 

The Snake Woman, described by 
Cecile Hulse Matschat in her fas- 
cinating and comprehensive “Su- 
wannee River: Strange Green 
Land,” Rad quaint recipes for 
remedies, love potions and charms 
that are reminiscent of the 
witches’ brew,in Macbeth: “Puff- 
ball fungus to. cure nosebleed,” 
and for charm;“Take seven hairs 
from a black cat, seven scales 
from a rattlesnake, and seven bits 
of feathers from an owl, To these 
add a hair from the head of the 
person you desire and a bit of nail 
paring. Cook these for seven min- 
utes over a hot fire in the first 
rain water caught in April. 
Sprinkle the mixture on the 
clothes of the person to be charm- 
ed. Cannot fail.” 

Labyrinthine the swamp is, with 
its many bays, prairies and is- 
lands; the visitor can easily be- 
come lost and fancy himself .in 
another, younger world. Moss- 
hung cypresses and live oaks are 
mirrored in the shallow water, 
deer and bear are seen not infre- 
quently, and alligators still wage 
their wars to the death against 
each other. 

For the mating dance of sand- 
hill cranes at “mornglowm” in 
spring on a “lost island” in this 
swamp travelers might well come 
from across the world, and glad! 
leave reality—for what it is want 
— behind,

Hearing before the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission to show 
why bus companies operating in 
the state should not lower their 
rates, described by Chairman 
Walter McDonald as “outrageous- 
ly high,” has been postponed from 
today until December 5. 

This action was taken by the 
commission yesterday afternoon 
after representatives of the 16

Although details of the  pro- 
posals were ’not made public, it 
was learned they provide for the 
building of new terminals and 
garages, the purchase and repair 
of equipment. They do not in- 
clude any reduction of rates. 

A survey made recently by the 
commission’s rate experts showed 
the revenues of the bus compa- 
nies had multiplied several times 
since the start of the war. 

According to the public service 
commission’s survey made recent- 
ly, the 16 bus lines involved had 
total operating revenues of $62,- 
339,650 and net profits of $24,- 
661,675 in 1943.

How To Check | 


Measuremenis 
On Your Figure 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 

Men are interested in statistics 
« « . women in figures. But any- 
way, statistics show that the av- 
erage little woman is just short 
of 5° 4” tall and weighs around 
140 pounds ... mostly around. 
The figures are something like 
this: Bust 35, waist 30, hips 40. 
That's a five-inch difference be- 
tween the bust and the waist; and 
between the bust and the hips. 

A neat and tidy waistline meas- 
ures cight inches smaller. The fig- 
ure is streamlined with a waist- 
line nine to 10 inches smaller 
than the bust. But most of us will 
settle for eight inches. 

To get a line on your measure- 
ments, use @ cloth tape—a paper 
tape might break under the stress 
and strain—circle the tape around 
the chest, that is, above the bust. 
Take a deep breath, exhale the 
gir, then measure. Now, slip the 
tape around the bust. There is no 
exact rule as to what this meas- 
urement should be for a given 
height. It depends on structure, 
glands and weight. With over- 
weight it will tend to be too am- 
ple, and with any marked degree 
of underweight, too ccanty, for 
this part of the figure is greatly 
influenced by weight. Normally 
the bust may be from one to three 
inches larger than the chest, . de- 
pending on glandular functioning. 
What is really important is the 
tone of the pectoral muscles which 
support the bust. When the line 
tends to sag, better tone is needed 
in the muscles which cover the 
chest. and perhaps iess weight 
With a pendulous line. measure 
over an uplift bra. 

Measure the waistline smack on 
the waist ... to find it, circle the 
fore finger and thumb around the 
middie, that’s where to measure. 
If there-is an eight-inch differ. 
ence .. . congratulations! Too 
few inches between the bust and

Russia‘'sFeminineEngineers 
Rate High Social Standing 


Fifty per cent of the engineering students in Russia are women, 
end what's more, they rate a superior social standing because of 
their profession, according to Dr. Stephen P. Timoshenko, eminent 
Russian authority on engineering, who was a visitor in the city 

ay. Dr. Timoshenko, who is now professor emeritus, but 
still teaching mechanics at Stanford University, came to Atlanta 
to address the local section of the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers last evening at the Athletic Club. 
Chgracteristically modest and disclaiming any knowledge of 
tdlay Russia, Dr. Timoshenko speaks only of that country as 
knew it 20 years ago. You see, he fled from Russia in 1920 to 
escape Communism, for he belongs distinctly to that class known 
as “White Russians.” At that time he was professor of engineering 
in the Polytechnic Institute at Kiev, and was considered among 
foremost Russian authorities on mechani¢ts. 

As long as 70 years ago~there were special schools for women 
in medicine and education in Russia, but it was only in 1904 that 
coeducation was introduced and women were allowed to study 
engineering, law, etc. And they have made good as engineers, too, 
for Dr. Timoshenko recalls that one of his feminine students be- 
came a leading consultant for a locomotive concern and another. 
for a company in structural engineering. With the war bringing 
vastly increased opportunities, he hazards a guess that they are 
probably heading the country’s big engineering projects by now. 

Their superior social standing comes, he says, from the fact that 
their field is probably the broadest in all that broad land, and 
because of the higher education required for their profession. Con- 
versely, lawyers come at the pottom of the social ladder, for in 
that Stalin-ruled country there is not much business for the bar-
